IRRIGATION NECESSITY 
IN ALBERTA PROVINCE 


Dominion Minister of Inter- 
ior, Makes Statement to 
That Effect 


An, irrigation scheme between the 
Battle and Red Deer rivers was the 
subject of a conference at Calgary be- 
tween Hon. Arthur Meighen and re- 
presentatives of the Calgary Board of 
Trade, of whom Wm. Pearce and D. 
G. Campbell were spokesmen, Monday. 
The scheme provides for a supply of 


water for irrigation and for stock wat- |. 


ering purposes, over an.area of 20,- 
000,000 acres. Mr. Pearce stated that 
30 per cent. of the land was irrigable. 
The country affected lies on both sides 
of the Goose Lake line. Mr. Meighen 
stated that the surveys would be com- 
pleted with all speed consistent with 
thoroughness. 

“Our duty today is to address our- 
selves with all our pojwer to the ques- 
tion of irrigation in Alberta, and in 
making complete surveys of possibil- 
ifies of this sort in determining what 
projects are feasible, the department 
for which I am responsible will do all 
that is possible. For actual develop- 
ment the provincial government is re- 
sponsible,” stated Mr. Meighen. 

“ Hon. Arthur Meighen, federal Min- 


ister of the Interior at a representa- 


tive gathering at Medicine Hat on Sat- 
urday last agreed with representations 
made that parts of Alberta needed ir- 
rigation and that the federal govern- 


ment should help in financing an irri- | 


gation scheme to’ water the drought 
aflicted areas.

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FANNING MILL 
SEED SELECTION 


Maintains Yield of a Pure 
Variety, But Does Not 
Increase It 
The true function of the fanning 
quill is to remove weed seeds, light 
grain and any coarse meterial that 
may be present. For this work it is 
indispensable; no seed should be sown 
which has not - been thoroughly 
cleaned and graded. There are, how- 
ever, certain limitations to this meth- 
od of selection which are not always 

appreciated by the grain grower. 

All impurities cannot be removed 
by the use of the fanning mill as, is 
sometimes claimed. It is true that 
a large part of them will be removed, 
but there are always kernels of wheat, 
oats and barley that cannot be separ- 
ated. A short, plump, pin oat can- 
not be removed from wheat nor can 
a long, plump kernel of wheat be re- 
moved from oats. Barley and oats 
present a very difficult problem, and. 
the percent. of impurities remaining | 
is much larger.

There is no sense in persistently 
“doping” animals with drugs; yet 
somc men scem to get into the habit, 
and keep it up with detrimental effect 
rather than benefit to their beasts> 
Healthy animals need no drugs; the 
sick need attention and medicine from 
one specially trained intelligently. aud 
judiciously to give such aid. The 
less medicine the better, so long as 
the animal gets plenty of good feed 
and is protected against disease. by 
every possible means. 

The chief aim of the veterinarian, 
as well as the owner of livestock, 
should be to prevent discase instead 
of having to treat it, and this is com- 
ing to be the prevailing conception 
of the matter. We hear far too much 
about concoctions to be dissolved and 
mixed in slop-for tormented pigs; and 
too much about all manner of alleg- 
ed cholera cures which, in cvery 
instance, are worthless.’ We hear far 
too little of the true causes of dis- 
ease, and the sources of pestering par- 
asites. Yet it is all-important that 
we should know how diseases arise 
and spread, and how they may be 


too, of parasites. They are not inev- 
itable and unavoidable. They may 
be rooted out and kept out. Neither 
are animals really “heirs to disease.” 
They may be born healthy, stay leal- 
thy and live to a good old age, with- 
out suffering from discase or requir- 
ing “dope” of any kind.—Breeders’

Striking addresses* by Robert 
Stockton, Superintendent of Opera- 
tion and Maintenance, C.P,R. Strath- 
more, Don. H, Bark, Brooks, and L. 
Peterson, Barnwell, were features of 
the s Sessions of the Irrigation Con- 

gress"neld at Medicine Hat, Alberta, 
August 4, 5, 6: 

Mr. Stockton produced figures 
showing the average yield per acre 
production of wheat for the pcriod 
from 1911 to 1918 to be 21.1 bushels 
wheat. and 31.1 bushels oats, exclud- 
ing summer fallowed-Jand, which if 
included would reduce these yields 


to 16 and 28 bushels respectively, 
while on. well handled land under 
irrigation during this period, the 


yields of above crops are one-third 
greater and the average, return from 
grass and alfalfa iscstimated to be 
twice as great on irrigated land. He 
discussed the problem of production 
under. different heads pointing out 
the best methods to follow, conclud- 
ing with a study of the size of a farm 
unit which under average conditions 
will support a family’in comfort. His 
experience after 40 years living in 
the west was that it takes time to 
make a highly developed farming 
community and still more time to 
bring a-great irrigation district, such 
as we have, to full fruition. It takes 
time to: make any new country into 
a country of homes and conveniences, 
Let us not be impatient for our pro- 
gress is rapid and there is a wonder- 
fulsfuture before Alberta. 

Don H. Bark gave an excellent ad- 
dress on “Profitable Irrigation 
Crops,” declaring that the district is 
rich in mineral plant food: The irri- 
gationist could control most of the 
six esscntial factors in crop produc- 
tion, secd, sced-bed, plant’ food, 
moisture, heat and light. .No two 
crops would ‘give maximum results 
on the same amount of moisture, 
which fact gave the Iirrigationist

Sugar Beet Cultivation 
In Alberta Successful 


Experimental Farm. , Experiments 
‘Have Produced Highly... Satis- 
factory. Results. 


».-Trrigated’ Jand has: been. found to 
be particularly suitable. to. the culti- 
vation of the sugar bect. “It is, there- 
fore, quite’ natural that: much’ atten- 
tion should. be given to the growth 
of sugar bects in the irrigated dis- 
tricts of Southern Alberta, For many 
years the Dominion Government Ex- 
perimental Farm at Lethbridge, Al- 
berta, has becn conducting tests. to 
secure reliable data upon the possi- 
bilities’ of sugar beet development. 
The experiments have, produced 
highly satisfactory results.--It- was 
found that the Alberta product had 
a greater tonnage per acre anda 
higher sugar content than the aver- 
age in the United States. Under ir- 
rigation the Lethbridge Farm yielded 
as high as 1714 tons per.acre. There 
is little doubt that the sugar bect in- 
dustry is‘ bound to succeed in Alberta 
within a reasonable time. Alberta has 
in the Western Provinces an im- 
mediate territory to serve with a de- 
mand for over 170,000,000 pounds of 


sugar.

Rye is a crop.that has been sown 
in larger and larger quantities in 
j Western Canada during the last few 
i years. It has been found, in general, 
‘to be one of the most dependable 
crops that can bé grown year in and 
ear out. It yields well, too. On the ‘ 
Government Experiniental Farm at 
Indian Head, Sask.,- the average 
yield of rye over a period of seven . 
years has been forty-three anda 
third bushels to the acre. If intended 
for grain the seed is sown in the 
latter part of. August and harvested 
between the middle and end of July 
the following-year. In Western Ca- 
nada it is grown mostly for pasture 
and is used in the same fall as it is 
sown and then again the following 
spring. After pasturing some farmers 
allow it to grow and produce a grain 
crop. Many large crops-of rye have 
been harvested this year throughout 
the West, but the crop will be con- 
siderably larger next year for far 
more farmers have been busy sowing, 
or preparing to sow, this crop than 
in any previous year. 5 


Value Of Irrigated Land 


Experiment On Pasturing Cattle On 


Irrigable and Non-Irrigable 
Land. 


The value of irrigated land for 
raising cattle has been well illustrat- 
ed by the experience,of A. M. Steed, 
of~Stirling, Alberta. Mr. Steed has 
two farms-in Southern Alberta, ‘one 
east, and one west of Stirling. One 
is irrigated and the other is not. Last 
year he made the experiment on the 
pasturing of two herds of cattle of 
almost equal numbers on  irsigable 
and non-irrigable land. The results 
are very interesting. 

On non-irrigated ‘land cighty-six 
head of cattle were pastured on six 
hundred and forty acres.- By the fall 


‘the whole of the grass on this area 


was caten off slick and clean, 

On irrigated land ninety head of 
cattle were pastured. The land was-. 
fenced into two fields, so that. the 
cattle could be changed evéry two 
weeks. At the end of the season the 
cattle on the irrigated land were fat- 
ter and in better all-round condition 
than. those on the non-irrigated Jand, 
while. there was more. grass on. the 
two: forty acre patches. than’ there 
was_on the whole other six hundred 
and forty acres, “In fact,” said: Mr.: 
Steed, “there was enough grass left 
on’ the cighty acres to pasture sixty 
head of horses through the winter in 
such condition that they came off fat 
in the spring.” 

Mr. Stced is a breeder: of Short- 
horn cattle, and owns one of the 
largest herds of this breed of cattle 
in the province. With high-priced 
pure- -breds he has found it most im- 
portant to have a supply of cheaply 
produced feed, and he is convinced 
that there is nothing like irrigation 
to ensure this. 


Mines Again Idle 


Industrial Workers of Mid-Silesia 
Also Restless, 
Berlin. — Sixty per cent. of the 


Upper Silesian coal fields are again 
idle as a result of a fresh strike, 
which has threatencd to be more 
serious than any of the previous 
strikes there.

Tokio, Prominent  - Japanese 
business men have formally decided 
to float a loan of 50,000,000 yen 
(about $25,000,000) for the purpose 
of laying a cable line between the 
United States and Japan. This deci- 
sion is the result of dissatisfaction 
which has existed for a long time 
among business men on both sides 
of the Pacific with the present cable 
service, which seems unable to handle 
the constantly increasing volume of 
business.

When the big 
ones shall pay, as they do in Amer- 
ica, sixty and seventy per cent., then 
the small ones will pay more wil- 
lingly, and if the money comes the 
rest will be simplified.”

Crowd Threatened to Interfere With 
Burial Ceremonies 

Berlin.—Eight officers and 15 priv- 
ates were killed, and six officers and 
85 privates were wounded in the riot- 
ing last: weck at Chemnitz, Saxony, 
according to an official announce- 
ment, The dead will be interred 
with military honors at Frankenberg 
instead of at Chemnitz, owing to the 
continued hostiliy of a large section 
of the populace to the government 
troops. Crowds gathered in front of 
the flower shops where wreaths for 
the dead officers and men were dis- 
played and demanded that they be 
removed. The crowd threatened to 
interfere with the burial ceremonies.

World’s Largest farm 


No Horses Are Used, the Work All 
Being~Done By Tractors 

A 200,000-acre farm, the largest in 
the- world, which is the direct result 
of the U.S. Government's cfforts to 
stimulate the growing of wheat, is de- 
scribed by Robert H. Moulton. 

“The farm is devoted entirely to 
wheat, and if it produces somewhere 
around the average of 28 bushels per 
acre, which is practically certain, it 
will add approximately five million 
six hundred thousand bushels to the 
1919 wheat crop. 

“All of the work is being done 
with tractors. Last fall when the first 
ground was broken, there were fifty 
monster machines at work tearing up 
the prairic sod. This spring others 
have been at work. They plow on 
an average one acre a minute for the 
working time. A record was made 
one day of eighteen hundred and 
eighty acres turned and broken, All 
the seeding, harvesting, etc., will also 
be done by tractors, and then, of 
course, there are the threshing ma- 
chines.
